Mr. Levine should take off on his flight. 

The machine remained in her hangar 
all day yesterday, as all work on her had 
been finished on Monday. It was the 
intention of Captain McIntosh to take 
her up for a final trial flight, with only 
Captain Wreford and himself on board, 
but owing to the rain and heavy visibility 
in the afternoon this plan was abandoned. 


MAY START TO-DAY. 
The weather reports received during the 
day stated that the conditions over the 
Atlantic were changing, and would be 
very favourable for a flight to-day.

Speaking to an Jrish Times reporter last 
night, Captain McIntosh said that, if 
the morning weather report, which he will 
receive about 6 a.m. to-day, is good, he 
will start on his flight about 10 o'clock 
this morning. 
He might take off later or earlier, 
according to the direction of the wind. 


THREE RECORDS.

A PLEASURE STEAMER 


BURNED OUT. 


= 


Only the prow of the Highland pleasure 
steamer Grenadier, which was burned out 
early yesterday morning, with the loss of 
thrée lives, is now visible above the water 
of Oban Harbour. The Grenadier, which 
was built in 1885, and is owned by Messrs. 
David MacBrayne, Ltd., of Glasgow, was 
lying at the North Pier, Oban, when, 
about 1 a.m., a fierce fire broke out on 
board, and spread rapidly throughout the 
ship. 

THREE DEAD. 

Heroic efforts were made to save the 
crew of the vessel, but so fierce were the 
flames and so dense the smoke, that the 
rescuers were driven back repeatedly, and 
had ultimately to leave three members of 
the crew to their fate. 

The dead are :— 


Captain Archibald MacArthur, one of 
the oldest masters in the service of 
Messrs. David MacBrayne, Limited, and 
a former master of the vessel. 

Kenneth McRae, of Mull, the pantry 
boy, who left school only recently. 

Horsburgh, a steward, who lived with 
his widowed mother at Dover street, 
Glasgow. 

Four men named Kirkness, Stewart, 
Glen and Heseren were taken to hospital, 
where they are all reported to be pro- 
gressing favourably. 

So far nothing has been gathered as to 
the origin of the fire, but eye-witnesses 
are unanimous that the flames spread 


with amazing rapidity. Fortunately, the 


vessel was berthed at the water's edge, 
and when the townspeople were aroused, 
between one and two o’clock in the morn- 
ing, by the screeching of sirens and the 


firing of rockets, there was a stampede 


for the quayside. 
VISITORS AROUSED. 


The Oban Fire Brigade was summoned, 
and no time was lost in rendering assist- 
ance, and many of the visitors, scantily 
clad, rushed from the adjoining hotels and 
boarding houses. The Grenadier was ap- 
parently ablaze from stem to stern, and 
dense volumes of smoke were pouring up 
the gangways. 

Above the noise could be heard the cries 
of several members of the crew, who were 
trapped in the forecastle. Several volun- 
tary workers dashed to the side with axes 
and hatchets, and endeavoured to force an 
entry into the forecastle by cutting 


through the port holes. The fire was dis- 


covered by: Alexander Nicholson, a watch- 
man, and he at once raised the alarm. 
Apparently the flames had sprung from 
the galley, and, thus, escape from that 


direction was barred. One of the crew, 
in an interview, said :—' There was no 
time to think of anything. It looked as 


if we might be trapped, and we dashed 
through the flames in what we thought 
was the direction of the gangway. We 


got out, but God knows how we managed 
it.” 


SHIP ABLAZE. 


Dugald Cameron, of Millport, said that 
he and the second engineer were in the 


stern when they heard the alarm. There 


were only the two of them in a small 
cabin, and they were sound asleep. 

“I went up the companion-way,“ he 
said, ‘‘ and saw that the ship was ablaze, 


and I shouted to the engineer to come 


away and make the best of it. We 
shouted out for a small boat, as, with the 


fire travelling rapidly astern, our passage 


was blocked. The waiting seemed like 
hours, and at last we thought we were 


doomed. There was no boat to be seen, 


so we launched a life raft. It was not 
needed, however, as a boat came along- 
side with two injured stewards. That is 


how we got off. 


Captain MacArthur, who retired from 
the command of the Grenadier a year ago, 


was one of the best-known skippers on 
the Clyde. He was accompanying Captain 
MacLean, the present master of the 
Grenadier, as an advisory officer on the 
route among the Western islands from 


Oban. 


The Grenadier has been engaged in the 


Clyde passenger trade for many years, 
covering the West Highland route in 
summer and the Glasgow-Ardrishaig route 
in the winter. .
